“They found the babe wrap- 
ped in swaddling clothes 
and lying in a manger.” The 
first glimpse of the Holy Family throws into vivid contrast 
the ideals which came to effective place in the world’s his- 
tory at the birth of Christ and those which men have from 
time immemorial counted as effective. The great empire 
whose name is still powerful among us, whose inheritance 
still governs the minds and hearts of many nations, whose 
language has given us most of the words associated with im- 
perial power, ruled the western world in the days of Caesar 
Augustus with undisputed sway. From Syria and Egypt to 
Germany and Britain its legions tramped the city streets 
and carried to the remotest country districts the invincible 
eagles of Rome. In that great city the Caesar ruled with an 
absolutism which soon was to be magnified into a religion. 
In all history, power was, I take it, never to be more mag- 
nificently presented to the eyes of men. The Asiatic Khans 
were plunderers, Alexander’s empire endured but a day, 
Asoka left no adequate succession. Bonaparte saw his own 
great building fall. But Rome endured. As massive as its 
great roads, its aqueducts, its colosseums, it seemed to defy 
time itself. And indeed it is well named the Eternal City 
for in it is still the seat of an empire, an authority as august 
and as absolute as that before which the world wondered 
when Christ was born. Into the papacy were gathered the 
ideals of power which the great emperors had symbolized. 


Imperial power on the one side and on the other—a babe 
wrapped in swaddling clothes and lying in a manger. They 
were simpie people from Galilee; not ignorant peasants, we 
must remember, for in our effort to exalt the humble we 
sometimes exaggerate, but simple people from a small Gal- 
ilean town in the unhomelike surroundings of a stable—no 
servants, no guards of honor, no court physicians — just 
father, mother and child. There were no trappings of roy- 
alty. There was nothing to suggest greatness. There were a 
thousand homes in Jerusalem and Bethlehem in which the 
birth of a son might seem more full of promise. The scene 
was altogether as unimportant as any wholesome, God-fear- 
ing family of Nazareth or Bethlehem or, indeed, of Zenith 
or Gopher Prairie today. 


Now sometimes we use this kind of contrast merely to 
make more striking the power to which Christ has come. 
He is born in a carpenter’s family. His is now the most pow- 
erful name on earth. It is not for that I am emphasizing the 
contrast but to do the equally familiar thing of emphasizing 
the utter difference in the ideals of the two dominions. The 
Holy Family symbolizes the meaning of Christ as imperial 
Rome does that of Caesar. The lesson, or a lesson of Christ- 
mas, is that the future of the world lies with the things 
which belong primarily to family life and which are acces- 
sible to everyone. There can be only one Caesar at a time 
but Christ can and will share in its fullness everything that 
is his with everyone who desires it. The world is to be saved

not by legions controlled by one dominant will but by the 
simple things which we all know and which we can all un- 
derstand as we see them portrayed in the Holy Family gath- 
ered at the manger in Bethlehem or carrying on its every- 
day routine in the white, flat-topped carpenter’s house at 
Nazareth. Those characteristics may be described in many 
ways. Let me take for the moment three obvious ones: trust, 
love and simplicity, and consider how the lack of them lies 
so greatly at the root of our world troubles today as always 
in the past. 

The history of nations sometimes seems like one long, hor- 
rid story of suspicion. Traditional diplomacy was built on 
suspicion. The diplomatic “game” was only an international 
poker. Everyone was out for his own advantage. Everyone 
knew that his opponents were seeking their own. Truth was 
at a discount. We have made some improvements, gone 
somewhat ahead, reached now and again a high level of 


trust. The late Ambassador Morrow is reported to have said 


before he went to Mexico: “I don’t know what else I can do 
but at least I can love them.” But in spite of the League of 
Nations and the World Court and the Kellogg Pact and occa- 
sional diplomats like Morrow and the visits of the MacDon- 
alds and Lavals and Grandis, the fundamental danger in the 
international world is lack of trust. Every battleship is built 
of suspicion. Every frontier fortress cries distrust. When 
France asks for security before disarmament she reveals the 
heart of the world’s trouble. We make treaties and don’t 
trust them. We are sure of our own honorable intentions but 
doubt those of every other people. We long for disarmament 
but we are afraid to trust the longings of others. 


It is all imperial “psychology,” the ideals of a world 
altogether other than that of the Holy Family and the Child 
born in Bethlehem. The Child grows up to tell us that only 
trust can breed trust, that it is worth while to risk one’s 
life for the inner values which trust expresses, that love 
must trust regardless of consequences. Of course, the world 
does not believe this and I fear me that we Christians be- 
lieve it only where it is easy to do so. We must be “practical, 
face realities, understand the motives of the average man” 
and do a whole lot of other stupid things which never make 
the world better and only mock the deepest things of our 
religion. And perhaps it is worth noting that there is no one 
after all as practical as Christ. There is nothing practical 
in an order of soicety which compels men to stagger under 
the burden of armament. There is nothing practical in tariff 
barriers, in commercial warfare, in national ambition to ex- 
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ploit. There is nothing practical in war. Besides being 
through and through wicked, it is the stupidest, most futile, 
most unprofitable and unpractical business in which men 
can engage. 


And all this may be said with the necessary change of 
words of our industrial order. While it grows out of an 
original co-operative effort, it is so shot through with ideals 
of power, so dominated by profit motives and success ideals 
that it fails in large measure to be practical at all. The Holy 
Family symbolizes the power of love. Within the family life 
it is share and share alike; the welfare of all is the responsi- 
bility of each. The welfare of each is the responsibility of 
all. That is precisely the thing we are discovering today as 
necessary to any decent industrial order. Even the most 
hard-boiled business man is disposed to say that we must 
get some better order. We must find some way of giving the 
worker security; we must regulate in the interest of the 
public welfare disastrously competitive enterprises like the 
coal and the oil. The more far-sighted know that we must 
go beyond that; but where we are to go, just how far and 
just the right methods is not our business here, nor indeed 
the Church’s business at all. The Church’s business is with 
motives and principles and our part of that business today 
is to note that all the steps which men find necessary 
to meet our industrial troubles, from community chests to 
unemployment insurance and planning and control on a 
large scale, are steps for which not the Roman governor in 
Jerusalem but the Holy Family in Bethlehem stands. 


1 do not believe that there has ever been a time when the 
supremacy of Christ in the world was so obvious as today, 
not even when Constantine gave allegiance to the Cross al 
the Milvian Bridge nor when the western world accepted 
the claims of the popes, from Hildebrand to Boniface, to 
universal dominion. The claim of Christ rested then on fear 
if not on force. Today men are coming by practical experi- 
ence to see that his claim to supremacy rests upon his knowl- 
edge of God and men. 


Finally, let me remind you of the beautiful simplicity 
which we associate with the Holy Family of Bethlehem and 
Nazareth. There was no idleness, no squandering of wealth 
in lexury, no get-rich-quick speculation, no wild rush for 
fictitious pleasures. Life, we may be sure, was sound and 
healthy, with enough material welfare to set the soul free 
but not enough to choke it. Perhaps it will take men longer 
to discover that to such an ideal we must move if social life 
is to be healthy and sane and growing—longer than it is 
taking to discover the need of trust and love. But we must 
come to it some day. Neither the sybarite nor the ascetic 
rules the future, neither Petronius in his Roman villa nor 
Simeon Stylites on his column. The future is in the hands 


of that small Child in the manger at Bethlehem, of that- 


family in the carpenter’s house of Nazareth. The contrast is 
great between the Caesar in Rome and the “babe wrapped 
in swaddling clothes lying in a manger.” No sensible man 
nineteen hundred years ago would have given the future to 
the Babe. Where do the sensible men of today stand?

House of Churchwomen Honors Memory of 
Kate Amelia Bulkley 


The memorial panel given in gratitude for the life of Kate 
Amelia Bulkley, hostess of St. Margarets House, Berkeley, 
from 1919 to 1921, by the House of Churchwomen, of which 
she was president in 1913-19, has been set into the space 
above the fireplace in the drawing room at St. Margarets’ 
House and dedicates the fireplace to her memory. 

The panel is in the form of an illuminated text against a 
background which displays the symbols of St. Margaret, 
forming a pattern of the thistles of Scotland and the leaves 
and blossoms of the madrone tree of California—into which 
have been woven the cross, the book and the crown of the 
saint. The text is an old Gaelic rune: “I saw a stranger yes- 
tere’en. I put food in the eating place, drink in the drink- 
ing place, music in the listening place and in the sacred 
name of the Triune he blessed myself and my house, my 
cattle and my dear ones. And the lark said in her song: 
‘Often, often, often goes the Christ in the stranger’s guise— 
often, often, often goes the Christ in the stranger’s guise.’” 

The panel is the work of Miss Jeanette Howard, daughter 
of the late John Galen Howard, formerly head of the School 
of Architecture of the University of California, and Mrs. 
Howard, vice-president of the board of trustees of St. Mar- 
garet’s House. Miss Howard is following in her father’s foot- 
steps in her interest in art and architecture and has recently 
returned from several years of study in Paris.

House of Churchwomen Honors Memory of 
Kate Amelia Bulkley 


The memorial panel given in gratitude for the life of Kate 
Amelia Bulkley, hostess of St. Margarets House, Berkeley, 
from 1919 to 1921, by the House of Churchwomen, of which 
she was president in 1913-19, has been set into the space 
above the fireplace in the drawing room at St. Margarets’ 
House and dedicates the fireplace to her memory. 

The panel is in the form of an illuminated text against a 
background which displays the symbols of St. Margaret, 
forming a pattern of the thistles of Scotland and the leaves 
and blossoms of the madrone tree of California—into which 
have been woven the cross, the book and the crown of the 
saint. The text is an old Gaelic rune: “I saw a stranger yes- 
tere’en. I put food in the eating place, drink in the drink- 
ing place, music in the listening place and in the sacred 
name of the Triune he blessed myself and my house, my 
cattle and my dear ones. And the lark said in her song: 
‘Often, often, often goes the Christ in the stranger’s guise— 
often, often, often goes the Christ in the stranger’s guise.’ ” 

The panel is the work of Miss Jeanette Howard, daughter 
of the late John Galen Howard, formerly head of the School 
of Architecture of the University of California, and Mrs. 
Howard, vice-president of the board of trustees of St. Mar- 
garet’s House. Miss Howard is following in her father’s foot- 
steps in her interest in art and architecture and has recently 
returned from several years of study in Paris.

tion to his parish duties, is taking an active part in civic 
affairs and has just been elected to the directorate of the 
Associated Charities. The children of St. Francis Church 
School, on the Sunday nearest their birthdays, bring a glass 
of jam or jelly or some other delicacy as a thank offering. 
These birthday gifts are then sent to the old people at La- 
guna Honda Home and are greatly enjoyed. 


The Bishop has written to the clergy of the Diocese 
calling their attention to the deficit in the Dioeesan Work- 
ing Fund.and urging that if possible-a Christmas offering be 
taken in every parish and mission for this purpose. Briefly, 
the situation is as follows: The pledges from parishes and 
missions for 1931 amounted to $54,000 and out of this the 
sum of $30,000 was pledged to the National Council by order 
of our Diocesan Convention. This left us with a pledged in- 
come of only $24,000 to meet an absolutely necessary dio- 
cesan budget of $30,000 and facing a deficit of $6000. We 
have done everything in our power to reduce this deficit 
and every department has had to exercise the strictest econ- 
omy. We have succeeded in lowering the deficit to about 
$3000 and hope that our Church people will not only see 
that their parish and mission pledges to the Diocese are 
paid in full by January 1 but if possible will be able to make 
an extra Christmas offering, so that the deficit in the Dio- 
cesan Working Fund may be eliminated. Special offering 
envelopes have been sent to all parishes and missions and 
we hope there will be a generous response. Envelopes should 
be put on the plate at one of the services or sent to the 
diocesan treasurer, Mr. F. M. Lee, 485 California street, San 
Francisco. If everyone who reads this article will respond 
with a thank offering—large or small—the deficit will be 
wiped out. We count on your loyal co-operation as members 
of the diocesan family.

About fifty of the members 
of St. John’s Mission were in attendance and a delightful 
social time was enjoyed. On Sunday a celebration of the 
Holy Communion was held at St. John’s at 9:30, at which 
time the Rev. Norman H. Snow, rector of Santa Cruz, offi- 
ciated, Mr. Muray being at present only in deacons orders. 
The Rev. Mr. Snow kindly gives the mission a celebration 
once a month. From Capitola the Archdeacon journeyed to 
Calvary Parish, where he addressed the Church School and 
preached at morning service. In the afternoon. Capitola was 
visited again for a service at 3:00 o’clock, at which time the 
Archdeacon preached and also dedicated a beautiful. alms 
basin in memory of the late Frank Ranier and a prayer 
desk given by the Lewis family. A large congregation was 
present and the choir sang beautifully. Mr. and Mrs. Muray 
have done a very fine piece of work and are beloved by all 
the parishioners.

This service 
was especially inspiring and was attended not only by a 
large congregation but by a number of clergy, including the 
Bishop, the Archdeacon and the Rev. Messrs. Burton, Viall, 
Bours, Wu, Child and Wright. The choir was made up of 
members of All Saints and St. John’s parishes. The Rev. 
George Wright sang a solo. The recently-organized City Mis- 
sion Society is planning a program of Christmas good cheer 
for the inmates of the institution.

On Saturday evening a 
delightful dinner party was arranged at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Foote. On Sunday morning the Archdeacon spoke 
to the small Church School and preached at the 11:00 o’clock 
service. Holy Innocents is having a rather hard time making 
both ends meet but perhaps a brighter future is in store 
should the proposed Golden Gate Bridge materialize. The 
church has a strategic position in the community, being right 
opposite the railroad station. It has a well-equipped plant 
and the grounds are attractive with rose bushes and shrub- 
bery. On the front lawn is a tall pine, which serves as 
a Christmas tree during the Festival of the Nativity. It is 
then brightly illuminated with colored electric lights and 
imparts a message of Christmas good cheer to commuters 
passing on the trains traveling to and from the city.

Mrs. C. Edward Holmes, for many years 
president of our House of Churchwomen, resides in Belve- 
dere and gives valuable assistance to Mr. Buttrum.

The Rev. Theodore Bell, vicar of Trinity Church, Hay- 
ward, has accepted the call to the rectorship of All Souls 
Church, Berkeley, and will begin his new duties on Decem- 
ber 15. While Mr. Bell has been at Hayward less than a year, 
he has thoroughly reorganized the work and by his teaching 
and preaching gave the parish a spiritual uplift. He will be 
sincerely missed but his many friends unite in congratulat- 
ing All Souls in obtaining him as rector. 


St. David’s Church, Pittsburg, was visited for a Thanks- 
giving service on the evening of Sunday, November 22. Prior 
to the service a conference supper was held with the vestry 
and the affairs of the mission discussed. The mission is 
working under great handicaps. Chaplain Howard is acting 
as priest-in-charge and is highly esteemed but on account of 
his duties at the Seamen’s Church Institute is unable to do 
any pastoral work. The only service he can give the people 
is at 9:45 a. m. each Sunday. This is on account of unfavor- 
able train service and such an hour is not conducive of large 
congregations. It further interferes with the upbuilding of 
a good Church School. The people are hoping to be able to 
obtain a cheap but good automobile, which would enable 
Chaplain Howard to be independent of train schedules and 
would make possible the holding of the customary 11:00 
o’clock service. St. David’s Guild has raised $50 toward this 
purpose and the Diocesan Woman’s Auxiliary has promised 
a similar sum. Any reader of The Pacific Churchman who 
knows of a good Ford at a low price—or as a gift—is asked 
to communicate with the Archdeacon. The little group at St. 
David’s certainly needs help and necouragement. They have 
built an attractive parish house and chapel and pay in full 
for the services. They also do their part toward the Church’s 
Program. These expenses deplete their small financial re- 
sources. The mission receives no diocesan aid. If the work 
is to grow and the cost of the parish house is to be met, St. 
David’s must have some support from the Diocese. A resi- 
dent clergyman is a necessity. The people will gladly do 
their part and contribute to the limit of their ability but 
they can not do it alone. Pittsburg is an inndustrial town 
of about 10,000 population and the right man will have a 
great opportunity for doing a fine piece of constructive work 
—with the possibility of building up a self-supporting parish. 
St. David’s Church School is going to try the experiment of 
having its sessions on Saturday mornings and the teaching 
staff is conferring with Miss Harvey for guidance. The 
Thanksgiving service was well attended and the music was 
exceptionally good. The Archdeacon preached. He stayed the 
night in the hospitable home of Mr. and Mrs. Gordon Von 
Planck, loyal members of the mission. Plans are under way 
for the holding of a preaching mission at St. David’s early 
in Lent, 1932, when it is hoped that the Rev. Herald Gard- 
ner, rector of St. Paul’s Church, Burlingame, will be the 
missioner.

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Work at St. Andrew’s Inn and Camp St. Andrew

The child in a broken home, the child whose parents both 
work and are unable to provide the home environment— 
this is one type of child who presents a problem both to the 
parents and the community. In some cases, when the child is 
a half-orphan, free orphanages solve the problem after a 
fashion but many are not of that status. In every community 
there are many parents and guardians of children who, un- 
able to provide a home themselves, are yet able and anxious 
to support their children properly at a moderate cost. Such 
cases present a very real need. This need—so far as the 
boys are concerned—is being met in San Francisco by a 
notable institution, St. Andrew’s Inn. A self-supporting, al- 
though non-profit organization, founded and sponsored by 
the local_Diocese of the Episcopal Church, St. Andrew’s Inn 
has become an outstanding success under the supervision of 
Rev. George Maxwell. 

Fifty-five boys, between the ages of seven and seventeen, 
find in the Inn a wholesome, normal environment. They at- 
tend the public schools nearby. They have recreation out of 
school hours. Their living conditions are good and their 
health and personal habits are carefully supervised. Though 
most efficiently conducted, St. Andrew’s Inn maintains an 
atmosphere of natural informality which differentiates it 
from the typical institution. 

During the summer months the boys spend their vacation 
in Camp St. Andrew, on the slopes of Mount St. Helena, near 
Calistoga, where they enjoy the usual summer camp pleas- 
ures and advantages so valuable to the city dweller. So ex- 
cellent has been the effect of camp life on the health of the 
boys that it has now become the custom to keep Camp St. 
Andrew open all the year round and to allow certain boys 
whose physical condition is best benefited by mountain air 
and outdoor life to live there instead of in the city. They 
attend the schools in Calistoga while living in camp. 

Any survey of the boys of St. Andrew’s Inn convinces 
the observer that they are a normal, healthy, happy lot. Pay-

ing their way, the boys are on a basis conducive to self- 
respect and for their moderate payment they receive the 
most helpful and normal type of home environment. San 
Francisco can well be proud of an institution which fills so 
conspicuously well a much-felt need.

Consecration of Dr. Bartlett December 16

With all the color and solemnity of the service for the 
consecration of a Bishop of the Episcopal Church, the Rev. 
Frederick Bethune Bartlett, S. T. D., of California will be 
installed as Bishop of the Missionary District of North Da- 
kota, in succession to the late John Poyntz Tyler, in Geth- 
semane Cathedral, Fargo, on the morning of December 16. 
Six leading bishops of the Church will participate in the 
consecration service, together with representatives of the 
clergy from the District of North Dakota, as well as from 
all the dioceses adjacent thereto. The Rt. Rev. Hugh Latimer 
Burleson, D. D., former Bishop of South Dakota, will per- 
sonally represent the Presiding Bishop at the service and 
will be the consecrator. Other official participants in the 
service will be the Rt. Rev. Fred Ingley, D. D., Coadjutor 
Bishop of Colorado, and the Rt. Rev. Louis Childs Sanford, 
D. D., Bishop of San Joaquin, who will act as consecrators. 
The bishops who will formally present Bishop-elect Bartlett 
for consecration will be the Rt. Rev. Elmer N. Schmuck, D. 
D., Bishop of Wyoming, and the Rt. Rev. Middleton S. Bar- 
well, D. D., Bishop of Idaho. The Rt. Rev. Edward M. Cross, 
D. D., Bishop of Spokane, will preach the consecration ser- 
mon. The preparations which are under way for the service 
indicate that it will be the largest Church gathering that has 
ever been witnessed in North Dakota. The office of consecra- 
tion is one of the most solemn in the ritual of the Episcopal 
Church. Its form is prescribed in the Book of Common 
Prayer and its culmination is reached when the three con- 
secrators designated by the Presiding Bishop lay their hands 


upon the Bishop-elect in token of his consecration to his 
high office. 


The Bishop-elect is familiar, through long years of experi- 
ence, with the work of the Church throughout the North- 
west and the Pacific Coast. As a general secretary of the 
Field Department of the National Council in charge of or- 
ganization and promotional work for the Church in the 
Province of the Pacific, in which work he was engaged at 
the time of his election as Bishop of North Dakota, Dr. Bart- 
lett was in charge of a task which kept him constantly on 
the move from the Canadian border to Lower California. 
The Bishop-elect married, October 11, 1911, Miss Jessie 
Langelle Hale from Grants Pass, Oregon. He has one 
daughter. His many friends in the Province of the Pacific 
will join in bidding him God-speed in the important task 
which lies before him, while deeply regretting the severance 
of official ties with the Province in connection with which 
he has won the respect and love of all.

Impressions and reports, formal and informal, of the Tri- 
ennial Convention of the Church in America, held in Denver, 
filled the last meeting of the Diocesan Branch of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary held in the crypt of Grace Cathedral to welcome 
back the delegates to that gathering. 

It was an especially interesting and delightful program 
given by the women of the Auxiliary who had participated 
in the Convention proceedings. Each brought back not only 
definite news of what had been discussed and accomplished 
but gave as well to their hearers the marvelous atmosphere 
of human interest and love, inspired by the love of Christ 
which has come to be recognized as the motive power of all 
Auxiliary work. 

And, what was more, they demonstrated that this atmos- 
phere is not a thing of sentiment and futile well-wishing 
but is being translated in terms of practical aid—spiritual, 
mental and physical—to the less fortunate or enlightened in 
lands far and near. 

Mrs. Harry M. Sherman, president of the Diocesan Bratch. 
was the first speaker and voiced the difficulty felt by -very- 
one, the impossibility of presenting the happenings of three 
weeks so full of event in ten minutes. She gave a vivid pic- 
ture of the whole gathering, the earnest spirit of planning 
for the future of the Church and its various agencies, the 
presentation of what has been done and the joyousness 
which should animate all truly Christian people as mani- 
fested in the more purely social moments. California pre- 
sented, Mrs. Sherman said, a united front in the front seats 
and this spirit of unity was carried out by those from this 
State in all of their meetings. She, Mrs. Lance, Dean Newell 
and others were housed in the temporary St. Margaret’s 
House established by Dean Newell in Denver. This served 
as a focal point for all those from the Eighth Province. Just 
how thoroughly this was appreciated was proven by a sup- 
per given by the co-hostesses, to which seventy-five were ex- 
pected and a hundred and fifty came. The special California 
group attended one morning a celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion at the Cathedral of St. John in the Wilderness, after 
which they were the guests of Bishop and Mrs. Parsons at 
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breakfast in a nearby inn. Best of all, Mrs. Sherman said, 
was the living spirit found in all things, manifested in all 
things—High Church, Low Church, educational work, inter- 
racial interests and social service alike. 


Mrs. L. C. Lance, provincial president of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, spoke of the provincial aspect of the Triennial, 
stressing the happy provincial atmosphere of unity which 
prevailed in all meetings. A supper was given at St. Mar- 
garet’s House for the presidents of all branches of the Aux- 
iliary in the Province—including Mrs. Bentley, wife of the 
new Suffragan Bishop of Alaska. 


Mrs. W. B. Allen, diocesan custodian of the United Thank 
Offering, next told of the great presentation service at the 
corporate Communion held in the Denver Municipal Audi- 
torium. A platform had been built, on which was placed a 
beautiful consecrated altar. The Presiding Bishop celebrated 
and was assisted by sixteen bishops and three priests, one 
of whom was Chinese. Forty young women in vestments took 
up the collection, which amounted to $1,059,570—of which 
California’s share was $9300. The latter sum was the largest 
ever sent from California at once, the offering of $10,000 
presented three years ago having been raised to that amount 
by later offerings of approximately $1000. 


Mrs. Norman Livermore spoke of the educational aspect of 
the Convention and of the plans for educational work in 
this Diocese. The subject for the year, “Building a Chris- 
tian Nation,” is to be taken up this fall, leaving the spring 
clear for the subjects discussed at the Triennial, according 
to plans to be worked out by the national secretaries and 
the executive board. Student work offers a great opportunitv 
for the Auxiliary and Mrs. Livermore spoke of the pride 
felt by the delegates from this Diocese in our own United 
Thank Offering student worker, Miss Leila Anderson, who 
addressed many gatherings in Denver and vicinity. Mrs. 
Livermore announced that Mrs. Deems will hold a class for 
leaders in educational work in San Francisco and Mrs. Lance 
a similar one on the East Bay side. 


Mrs. Deems gave an interesting account of the work of 
the discussion groups, which she declared to be the real 
business of the Triennial. Outstanding speakers addressed 
the whole bodv on the five great problems that challenge the 
Christian world today, as follows: Mrs. Harper Siblev on 
“Family Life:” Spencer Miller, Jr., on “Property and Eco- 
nomic Conditions;” the Rev. Mordecai Johnson (colored) 
and Sterling Takeuchi (Japanese) on “Inter-racial Contacts:” 
the Rev. Daniel MacGregor on “International Relations.” and 
the Rev. Angus Dun on “Religious Thinking Today.” Fifteen 
discussion groups were then formed, three on each of the 
five tonics; a finding committee drew up a report as the re- 
sult of the discussion groups and these findings were pre- 
sented at the later business sessions. The addresses, findings 
and resolutions are to be printed and will form the basis of 
work during the next three years. In closing Mrs. Deems 
said that Spencer Miller had dwelt upon the necessity of 
using the increased leisure time due to industrialism and 
told of the widespread movement in the Church of England 
to open the parish houses for classes in adult religious edu- 
cation and other activities, both cultural and recreational. 
Mrs. Deems auoted his closing words as follows: “The teach- 
ing Church is the learning Church and the learning Church 
is the leading Church in all moral and social realms of hu- 
man life,” and added King Alfred’s message to his knights, 
“And, lo, ve have something divine in your soul, even mem- 
ory and reason and the discerning will to choose between 
good and evil.” 


Mrs. Sherman introduced Deaconess Phelps as a new rural 
worker for the Diocese, whose coming is hailed as a great 
good fortune. 


The next meeting of t..e Diocesan Branch of the Auxiliary 
will be held on January 7 and will be for pre-convention 
arrangements. 


Miss Florence Newbold of Philadelphia, national estiaivi 
secretary of the Girls’ Friendly Society, has been a recent 
visitor in San Francisco and was heartily welcomed by 
Auxiliary members. 


Mrs. Sherman entertained at a dinner at her home for the 
clergy and their wives of this city and vicinity, with Miss 
Newbold as guest of honor.

The Comfortable Gospel of Christ 
By Rev. W. M. Bours 


Amid the multiplicity of tenets regarding the way of life 
one is apt to lose consciousness of the simplicity of the 
comfortable gospel of Christ. 

Native Christianity—“The sincere milk of the word”’— is 
simple in nature and universal in Christly form of expression. 
Jesus said: “Every scribe which is instructed unto the king- 
dom of heaven is like unto a man that is a householder, 


which bringeth forth out of his treasure things new and 
old.” 


Confusion marks the very threshold of any attempt to 
explain life—physical, mental or spiritual. The science of 
life is based on the study of its phenomena. The promulga- 
tion of life as a creation of Divine Love and its conserva- 
tion according to the laws germane to its existence are 
keynotes of any true evangelism. 


In writing to the Thessalonians the Apostle Paul signal- 
ized the way to normal living: “The very God of peace 
sanctify you wholly; and I pray God your whole spirit and 
soul and body be preserved blameless unto the coming of 
our Lord Jesus Christ.” 


Dr. Edward B. Titchener, in his Primer of Psychology, 
enunciated in regard to the body principles governing the 
welfare of the entire human system: The elimination of 
the evil and the assimilation of the good. The doctor said: 
“We know that there are two opposite processes always 
going on in the body: processes of decay and processes of 
renewal. We all tend to decay, to die; but we eat and drink 
and sleep and so renew our strength for living. Life, then, 
means that the body is holding its own against the forces 
that would destroy it; living means a balance between the 
building-up and the pulling-down processes.” 


The way to physical health leads to the renewal of pure 
mindedness. Isaiah cautioned: “Let the wicked forsake his 
way and the unrighteous man his thoughts and let him re- 
turn unto the Lord.” The Epistle to the Philippians includes 
a Classic on wholesome thinking: “Finally, brethren, what- 
soever things are true, whatsoever things are honest, what- 
soever things are just, whatsoever things are pure, what- 
soever things are lovely, whatsoever things are of good re- 
port; if there be any virtue, if there be any praise, think on 
these things.” 


The prophet of Tekoa made clear that these elements of 
revival extend to the realm of the human spirit: “Hate the 
evil and love the good.” Compare the ethics of aspiration 
as standardized in the Lord’s Prayer. 


These principles are likewise true to the interactions 
within the completeness of human nature. Jesus said: “The 
light of the body is the eye; therefore, when thine eye is 
single, thy whole body also is full of light; but when thine 
eye is evil, thy whole body also is full of darkness.” 


Isaiah foretold the exemplary qualities in the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ: “Behold, a virgin shall conceive, and bear a 
son, and shall call his name Immanuel. Butter and honey 
shall he eat, that he may know to refuse the evil and choose 
the good.” 


Conversion is a turning unto God, from which issue the 
refusal of the evil and the choice of the good for self and 
society. “The Lord said, Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath 
desired to have you, that he may sift you as wheat; but I 
have prayed for thee, that thy faith fail not; and when thou 
art converted, strengthen thy brethren.” 

Spiritual receptivity of that which is good is to be found 
in “a conscience void of offence toward God and toward 
men.” The disposition to refuse the evil and choose the good 
is an evidence of reality in the pursuit of divine benefit; 
and, in the course of evangelistic experience, a mark of 
spiritual preparedness for the reception of sacramental 
grace. The writer of the Epistle to the Hebrews argues: “If 
the blood of bulls and of goats, and the ashes of a heifer 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to the purifying of the 
flesh; how much more shall the blood of Christ, who through 
the eternal Spirit offered himself without spot to God, purge 
your conscience from dead works to serve the living God?” 

According to the Prophet Ezekiel, the priestly instructions 
to the people were to set forth these elements of vitality as 
being characteristic of religious living: “They shall teach 
my people the difference between the holy and the profane 
and cause them to discern between the unclean and the 
clean.” 

The principles that prevail in the normality of the individ- 
ual likewise promote the welfare of society. “Recompense 
to no man evil for evil.” “Be not overcome of evil but over- 
come evil with good.” 

It may be noted, in this connection, that public health is 
conserved by preventative measures for the insurance of 
hygienic community environments. Some one said: Pure 
food, pure water, pure air and pure thoughts lose the jailer 
his job. 

The introduction to the second epistle to the Corinthians 
exalts the missionary impulse true to spiritual rejuvenation: 
“Grace be to you and peace from God our Father, and from 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Blessed be God, even the Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of mercies and the God of 
all comfort; Who comforteth us in all our tribulation, that 
we may be able to comfort them which are in any trouble, 
by the comfort wherewith we ourselves are comforted of 
God.” 

The glory of evangelistic endeavor is in the vitalization 
of society “till we all come in the unity of the faith, and of 
the knowledge of the Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto 
the measure of the stature of the fulness of Christ.”

The Christmas Clearing Bureau of the Community Chest, 
San Francisco, is at your service for Christmas season and 
invites your full use of its facilities. Churches, clubs, schools, 
newspapers, fraternal or commercial organizations and in- 
dividuals who are planning to distribute Christmas gifts to 
the needy are asked to join hands with social agencies at 
this season in order to make all efforts most effective and 
far-reaching. 


The purpose of the Bureau is to avoid duplication in giv- 
ing. If you are planning to give dinners, clothing, toys, 
money or other gifts your co-operation is asked in reporting 
to the Christmas Clearing Bureau the families you plan to 
help.

“The Class Character of Justice” 


In an address, “The Class Character of Justice,” Prof. 
Harold J. Laski says that all men “belong to a society, we in 
England not less than you in America, that is divided into 
two nations—the nation of the rich and the nation of the 
poor. They live differently and because they live differently 
they think differently. Their interests are not capable of be- 
ing geared into unity by a formula of any kind where man’s 
interests in the state is unequal. Then because their interest 
is unequal the administration of justice will be unequal.” 


For example, says Mr. Laski, if a woman on the East Side 
in New York steals from a shop in Fourteenth street, that is 
called petty larceny. If she lives in the upper part of Park 
avenue and steals from one of, the great department stores, 
that is called a disturbance due to nervous disease. “I sug- 
gest that this runs through the whole process of legal deci- 
sions,” says Mr. Laski. 


Rich men, the judges, have been “brought up to a state of 
mind in which from association, from habit, from the nat- 
ural interest that they themselves represent, inevitably be- 
lieve that to decide in that way is serving the community. 
More aristocracies have perished in history because quite 
sincerely they identified their private good with the public 
welfare than have perished for any other reason.” 


Confident that the poor will be fairer to the rich than the 
rich have been to the poor, Mr. Laski believes that “When 
the community as a whole is possessed of the basic instru- 
ments of power, when the difference between man and man 
are differences that are significant only in terms of the con- 
tribution they make to the totality of social welfare, the 
relationship between law and justice will cease to be a per- 
verted relationship.” 


Said an old salt to the young apprentice: “Aboard a man- 
o’-war, my lad, there’s only two things—one’s duty and the 
other’s mutiny.” Our Lord and Master has commanded us to 
“Go, tell”—to give the message of His love to those who have 
not yet given their lives to Him. If we do this we are doing 
our duty; if we do not, we are in mutiny against Him.

The annual meeting of the Daughters of the King, Diocese 
of California, was held October 31, at All Souls Church, 
Berkeley. Beginning at 11:00 o’clock. Holy Communion was 
celebrated by Rev. Dr. Powell,assisted by Rev. Dr. Murray. 
This was followed by an address delivered by Rev. Schuyler 
Pratt. 

At noon a dainty and appetizing luncheon was served by 
Ruth Chapter in the Guild hall and at 1:30 the business 
session was called to order by the president, Dr. Elizabeth 
B. Christensen. She asked the honorary president, Mrs. S. L. 
Abbot, to give the opening prayer of the order, which was 
delivered in her usual graceful manner. 

Eighteen chapters were represented by seventy-nine mem- 
bers, all imbued with the spirit of service. The minutes of 
the preceding meeting were read by Mrs. Hammersley Mac- 
Murray, recording secretary, who also delivered the annual 
report and subsequently called the roll of chapters. The 
treasurer’s report was read by Miss Grace Osborne, diocesan 
treasurer. Mrs. W. R. Hill, first vice-president, reported on 
the Convocation of San Francisco; Mrs. Arthur Skinner, on 
the Convocation of Oakland, and Mrs. J. D. Stollery,on the 
Convocation of San Jose—all of which comprised the work 
of the chapters during the year and was most encouraging. 

Following this was the memorial silence for departed 
members, in which Dr. Christiansen called upon the assem- 
bly to rise in silent prayer. Then came the president’s ad- 
dress, in which, after a welcome to the new members, and 
a complimentary remark on the recent visit of Mrs. J. Loar- 
ing-Clark, second vice-president of the National Council of 
the order, there was an emphasis laid upon the importance 
of co-operation between the intermediate chapters and other 
organizations in the parishes, so that the young women’s 
interest in Church life may be maintained, which is fre- 
quently not the case after they have outgrown the Young 
People’s Fellowship and the Girls’ Friendly Society. The 
president’s idea is to have the young women conduct their 
own chapters according to the constitution provided, and to 
let them bring into the chapters their own ideas and meth- 
ods for conducting affairs. Regular chapter meetings should 
be helpful and an inspiration to members and chapter presi- 
dents should prepare for the meetings in advance, in order 
to make them so. : ; 

Dr. Christiansen went on to remark that vice-presidents, 
as well as presidents, when receiving notices intended for 
all members, must see that they are forwarded in time. Only 
one-half the meeting is for business. The other portion is 
to be used for study session, or like subjects, and it is sug- 
gested that young women in the parishes be invited to at- 
tend, in order that they may become acquainted with chap- 
ter work. Daughters are asked to conform to the accepted 
rule in churches and remain quiet until the candles on the 
altar are extinguished and on leaving not to stop for con- 
versation inside the church. 

Relief work of the Diocesan Assembly is being planned 
for the winter months, having for its object helping unat- 
tached business women temporarily out of work to obtain 
sufficient food to maintain health until employment is again 
available. Dr. Christiansen stated that one year’s interest of 


the building fund had been appropriated and a generous 
donation made by one of the Daughters toward a fund for 
meal tickets. Two kinds of meal tickets are to be issued on 
Compton’s Cafeterias—one for 15 cents and one for 40 
cents. Part of these tickets will be on hand and given away 
at some of the places where the women they are meant for 
are to be found. Each chapter will have tickets for sale to 
those who may wish to give them away personally. The 15- 
cent tickets will cost 10 cents and the 40-cent ones 25 cents, 
the difference being made up out of the fund. Aside from 
the actual gain in buying the meal tickets for less than 
their value there is the assurance that the gift can not be 
— and if not used, the money will benefit some one 
else. 

Mrs. W. R. Hill, first vice-president, then took the chair 
and the election of officers resulted in the unanimous re- 
election as president of Dr. Elizabeth B. Christiansen; first 
vice-president, Mrs. W. R. Hill; second vice-president, Mrs. 
Arthur Skinner. Mrs. B. A. Gage of Palo Alto was elected 
third vice-president and a new office—that of national office 
secretary—was filled by the election of Mrs. M. T. Gam- 
mage, whose absence through illness was a source of keen 
regret. This office is now separated from that of custodian 
of supplies, which latter was filled by the election of Mrs. 
F. H. Church of the Church Book Store. 

The thanks of the assembly were then extended to Ruth 
Chapter for delightful hospitality and at 3:15 p. m. the 
meeting was closed with an impressive prayer by the presi- 
dent. 

Rev. Schuyler Pratt invited the members to visit the Divin- 
ity School after adjournment and a number of members 
had much pleasure in accepting the invitation. It is a beau- 
tiful building situated high in the Berkeley hills, where the 
visitors were cordially received by Rev. and Mrs. Pratt and 
escorted through the rooms.

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Program for Unemployment Relief 


The following program for unemployment relief has been 
proposed by the Social Service Department of the Diocese 
of New York. It suggests an outline for a Church program 
which can be adapted to local needs and is herewith printed 
for a basis of work for the churches in our own Diocese: 


1. Much suffering will be prevented if each Church 
member and each parish does at least one concrete thing. 

(a) The rector can be a real father in God to the troubled 
ones in his congregation. It would be of great value if he 
would ascertain the total number of his unemployed and 
how many there are without resources. 

(b) Parishes can mobilize all their faith and vision to 
give morale to their unemployed. This can be done by cor- 
porate communions on behalf of their unemployed; by spe- 
cial sermons and by recreational, educational and inspira- 
tional parish activities. Certain clergy have found it possible 
to develop in a secure family a neighborly friendship for 
some insecure and distressed family in the parish. This ap- 
plication of the “big brother” method is helpful only when 
it is accomplished with great tact and skill. Regular church 
attendance of the unemployed should be stressed. It will 
help their morale and will keep them informed of such 
church announcements as may be made concerning the situ- 
ation. Parish organizations, such as the Church School, the 
Girls’ Friendly Society, the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, and 
so forth can powerfully assist. All available morale building 
community agencies, like the Scouts, settlements, the Young 
Men’s Christian Association and Young Women’s Christian 
Association should be utilized and supported. 

(c) Employers can study the successful methods used by 
other employers and strive to organize their own business 
to keep as many employed as possible. Two part-time jobs 
help more than one full-time job. Few part-time workers re- 
quire any relief. 

(d) Each Church member can (1) pray daily for the relief 
of suffering and for the solution of the industrial problem; 
(2) contribute; (3) discover as many odd jobs as possible 
and hire people for them; (4) volunteer to assist wherever 
he can be of greatest help, perhaps by soliciting in a local 
financial campaign, leading his automobile, helping one of 
the social agencies, searching for work opportunities or 
living quarters, or in whatever way he can be used advan- 
tageously. 


2. There should be close co-operation with the local com- 
munity organization and social agencies, and with other 
churches. Find out what is being done by them and how 
they are doing it. Work with them. This co-operation should 
be both by the parish officially as a unit and by individual 
Church people. 


3. The parish should endeavor to help its own people 
by making every effort to get them some kind of work or 
jobs, by keeping up their morale and, where necessary and 
possible, by meeting their emergency relief needs. Send to 
the social agencies those who require long continued relief 
and those who are not connected with your parish. If there 
are no agencies to care for them, try to get the community 
to organize such agencies. Where public outdoor relief (pub- 
lief relief to families in their homes) is available, be sure 
that it is secured and administered as intelligently and hetp- 
fully as possible. 


4. It is wise to give no relief without as good case-work 
as possible. Case-work means a careful understanding of in- 
dividual needs and strives mightily to develop self-reliance 
and resourcefulness. There should be at least a clearing 
through a social service exchange, a visit in the home and 
an interview with some one who knows the family. Volun- 
teers can be trained for a kind of emergency case-work 
where real case-workers are not available. 


5. It is important to stress the demoralizing effect of 
breadlines and of relief given on the street or at the door. 
These methods are unnecessary. They waste money, encour- 
age idleness and tend to impoverish the recipients by cut- 
ting them off from a richer and developing life; actually 
robbing them of the opportunity of coming into contact 
with sympathetic and understanding sources of helpfulness. 
Keep your people informed where they should send appli-

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City Missions Society

A Cathedral enterprise pursuant to that missionary- 
mindedness which is expressed in unity of purpose and co- 
operative action on the part of the city-wide ecclesiastical 
interests within the jurisdiction of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, for the promotion of the spiritual welfare of the 
charges in the public institutions of the city and county of 
San Francisco. 


Under the jurisdiction of the Bishop of California and 
hitherto maintained as an wnorganized mission of the Dio- 
cese, visitation, as a missionary enterprise, for about four 
decades, has been continuously made of the public institu- 
tions of San Francisco, namely, the San Francisco Hospital, 
formerly known as the City and County Hospital; the La- 
guna Honda Home, also previously called the Alms House 
and later the Relief Home; the city prison and the county 
jails. Three chaplaincies have covered the ecclesiastical min- 
istrations at these institutions—as held by the Rev. Messrs. 
William Mills, D. O. Kelley and the present incumbent. 


Charter membership of the advisory board includes: Rt. 
Rev. Edward L. Parsons, D. D., Bishop, ex-officio, president; 
Ven. A. W. Noel Porter, Ph. D., Archdeacon, ex-officio, chair- 
man; Rev. Arthur J. Child, secretary; Rev. W. M. Bours, 
diocesan staff missionary; Rev. Carel J. Hulsewe, Rev. W. 
Wi Jennings, Mrs. Maud L. Stewart, Mrs. James Smith, Mrs. 
wrt M. Sherman, Mrs. J. Harold Jenkins, Mr. Fred T. 

oster. 


Fundamental, promotive policies involve intensive and sys- 
tematic occupations along four general] lines of endeavor, 
namely, social service, religious education, public worship 
and clinical ministrations. 

The social service efforts are employed toward the pro- 
motion of two definite ends—bestowal of the comforts and 
delights incident to normal domestic life and promotion of 
loyal citizenship—both measures of endeavor employed as 
social means toward the facilitation of Christian spiritual 
ends. 

That adequate publicity may be given to the requirements 
for a due bestowal of social service benefits at the Laguna 
Honda Home, the advisory board has resolved to issue to 
the representatives of Grace Cathedral and the parishes and 
missions of San Francisco a schedule of needed articles, in 
addition to any monies that may be available for the home 
and hospital work. 

The forthcoming Christmas services and celebrations will 
be held on Thursday, morning and afternoon, in the two 
chapels of that institution; on Christmas Eve, December 24, 
at »:00 a. m. and 1:00 p. m., followed by distributions on 
that day of creature comforts in the various wards. 

It is the earnest desire of the advisory board that there be 
a community of purpose and action in the city mission 
work. To that end it is the decision of the board that while 
any individuals or societies connected with the Episcopal 
Church, by their own hands or by a representative or repre- 
sentatives, may in the interest of spiritual solidarity, at 
Christmastide, Eastertide or on any other special occasion, 
share in the distribution of gifts; provided, such participa- 
tion be at the times and places appointed by the City Mis- 
sion itself for such visitation and distribution. 

In this connection, for the charitable sake of the promo- 
tion of Christian unity through judicious conformity, the 
question may be raised: Could not any date set for the ac- 
customed meeting of guilds or societies that conflict with 
the date of the time-honored religious and social customs, as 
at Christmastide and Eastertide, characteristic of the life of 
the Laguna Honda Home, be adjourned as a missionary 
venture toward a demonstration by co-operative attendance 
and work of the Church’s corporate strength in that impor- 

In the interest of good neighborship it should be added 
that a parishioner’s place. of residence, whenever situated. 
or a room or bed in any institution whatsoever when occu- 
pied by a parishioner, is for the purposes of pastoral visita- 
tion a part of the parish of the rector of such. parishioner 
where, subject to the rules of any particular institution gov- 
erning entrance thereunto by visitors, he himself:or by any- 
one duly representing him, may confer on such parishioner 
parochial benefits. Such privileged entrance, in the case of 
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an institution, does not, however, warrant extra-parochial 
occupations therein—save where the compelling urgency of 
circumstances thanscends the ordinary rules of propriety. 

Following is a memorandum of articles suggested as being 
suitable gifts: Tobacco, pipes, jellies, candy, cakes, fruits, 
nuts, raisins, clothing for men, clothing for women, toilet 
articles and reading glasses.

Building by the Breakers

Boom! The white horses of Neptune are out today! Boom! 
They toss their milky manes and rear backward in frenzied 
pawing of the air! Boom! They pound the packed sand and 
rush in foamy waves upon the beach. We stand in ecstacy 
watching and listening at the top of the twelve concrete 
steps that lead up to our St. Stephen’s Community Church 
Center at 2274 Forty-fifth avenue, near Santiago street. It is 
the lower floor of a comfortable old pioneer bungalow built 
high on a sand dune before the streets were graded. For the 
benefit of the boys we have named our steps Trustworthy, 
Loyal, Helpful, Friendly, Courteous, Kind, Obedient, Cheer- 
ful, Thrifty, Brave, Clean, Reverent and reaching the top 
step of Reverence we enter the weather-worn gate that leads 
to an old garden. As we open the door of our little flat we 
feel at once the atmosphere of friendliness and cheerful- 
ness. There is one large room with three smaller ones and 
a garage leading from it, to be used as a workshop by the 
boys. Gay pictures brighten the walls of the schoolroom— 
posters which the pupils have made with cutouts and paste. 
Our gracious hostess, Mrs. May Robertson Mann, lives in the 
upper part of this comfortable bungalow. She is the daughter 
of a British officer who was born in Canada. In many parts 
of the world she has lived and has helped in pioneer work 
of the Church in New Zealand and the Fiji Islands. With 
civic forethought the pioneer mother had built this little 
flat in the hope that some time an improvement club might 
use it as a meeting place. Though Mrs. Mann’s mother is 
gone, her dream is coming true and Mrs. Mann now plays 
our piano for the services and makes us generally comfort- 
able with a dozen acts of kind consideration. 


In the process of readjustment with the Interdenomina- 
tional Committee of the Church Federation, St. Stephen’s 
Community Church finds itself located west of the Sunset 
boulevard in a little village near the sea. We have exchanged 
our lot for a much better location at Santiago and Thirty- 
eighth—one block from the boulevard, with a glorious view 
and level pavements on every side. We are working on a 
picturesque plan which will leave plenty of scope for future 
work by boys and girls and men and women of the new 
congregation. For our parish will be built around the 
Church School, which has been meeting now for eight 
weeks. It is a decidedly “different” school. Making it a 
demonstration school, Miss Avis Harvey, our director of re- 
ligious education for the Diocese, has been given a free hand 
to develop it into an ideal organization. We meet on Satur- 
day mornings for two hours of class work and active, work- 
ing co-operation in the instruction. Everyone wears old 


clothes and is prepared for any kind of emergency. For ex- 
ample, the meeting of the boys’ class was followed at noon 
by a particularly smoky and sandy wienie roast in the 
“Beau Geste” like locale near the Center. Any doubt as to 
the popularity of a weekday school was verily speedily dis- 
pelled. We always have more on Saturday than on Sunday, 
which is completely given over to a service of worship 
founded upon the Saturday lesson. On Saturday all the 
clever stories told by Miss Harvey are worked out in actitve 
hand work and the pride of creation looms large in the 
youthful hearts. We have not tried to increase our numbers 
rapidly. Advertised by our loving friends we have grown to 
a membership of thirty, which in this sparsely-settled vil- 
lage, is good for eight Sunday meetings and seven Saturday 
sessions. We have now four classes, a pre-school group, a 
primary group, which is by far the largest; a junior boys 
class, enthusiastic over the prospect of Wolf Cub activities, 
and a group of older girls. Mrs. David W. Gray, an answer 
to prayer, from Louisville, Kentucky, has done most efficient- 
ly our visiting since our early canvass by Mrs. Stackpole. 
Mrs. Gray is a trained social worker who has been active 
for years in volunteer work in Kentucky and has had much 
experience in community church work. Mrs. George W, 
Chambers and Mrs. Powell, from the neighborhood, are ably 
assisting Miss Harvey with the primary group. Misses Helen 
and Emily Whitmore are older girls who are always to be 
depended on for assistance. Out of the life of the school has 
developed an enthusiastic Auxiliary-Guild, of which Mrs. 
Whitmore is president. They have already had a happy so- 
cial affair for fathers and mothers of the children. The 
friendly spirit was delightful. There has also been given a 
get-together dinner party in a brand-new social hall in the 
basement of one of the members homes. At that Christmas 
plans were discussed and the formation of a men’s organ- 
ization set in motion. We are beginning very early in this 
district. Sand dunes are still the foremost feature but the 
sound of the steam shovels opening new streets is the lead- 
ing noise of an early morning. To have the responsibility of 
ministering in the future to a large population through a 
community church it was necessary to act now. To be once 
more a pioneer parish in a neighborhood of homes is in- 
deed a joy to this old historical parish of St. Stephen’s and 
the trustees of its resources are glad to throw them all into 
this strategic work for the Diocese.

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Notes from St. Margaret’s House, Berkeley

located. An interesting program for the conference has been 
built about the theme “The Significance of Christ in the 
Modern World.” The Rev. John Sherman and Dr. Paul Schlip 
will be the principal speakers.

A group of Episcopalian students from Mills College were 
the guests of Dean Newell at St. Margaret’s House on No- 
vember 19. Dean Ede and Miss Alida Shinn of Mills College 
faculty also were present. The resident students and staff of 
St. Margaret’s House asissted Dean Newell in receiving. The 
Dioceses of Honolulu, Spokane, Los Angeles, California, 
Colorado, Montana, Illinois and San Joaquin were repre- 
sented in the group. 

The Women’s Faculty Club of the University of Califor- 
nia held its annual dinner in October. The dean of St. Mar- 
garet’s House, Berkeley, was received as an associate mem- 
ber. Miss Lucy W. Stebbins, dean of women of the Univer- 
sity of California, presided and in welcoming the new mem- 
bers referred to St. Margaret’s House as “an _ institution 
where the highest scholastic standards are combined with 
consecrated purposes.” 

Mrs. Louis C. Sanford of the Missionary District of San 
Joaquin drove to Berkeley recently with a gift of preserved 
fruit for St. Margaret’s House. The fruit was prepared by 
the women of the San Joaquin District and given as an ex- 
pression of the interest they feel in the work being carried 
forward by St. Margarets House.

St. Margarets House, Berkeley, is the appreciative re- 
cipient of a gift of a number of books from the Church 
Periodical Club of Oregon of which Mrs. A. de Sully is 
the secretary. 

The October meeting of the board of trustees of St. Mar- 
garet’s House, Berkeley, was made particularly interesting 
by the attendance of Miss Patton of Los Angeles, Bishop- 
elect Fred. Bartlett and Bishop Sumner of Oregon. Bishop 
Sumner was elected a provincial member by the Synod last 
May and his visit was much enjoyed by St. Margaret’s 
House. 


From a Chinese Missionary’s Letter 


Extracts from a letter from Deaconess Clark of St. Hilda’s 
School, Wuchang, Diocese of Hankow, China: 


“It would make good reading if we could write down 
everything. We watched dyke after dyke break and began 
by moving the school pianos. Then we had a bare hour to 
work by candle light and torch until about midnight. It is 
too early yet to be sure of the damage but it will be consid- 
erable. One side of the compound goes down quite a steep hill 
and that took two hours to fill up—about eight feet. In three- 
quarters of an hour five feet came in, so that after saving 
records, office books, laboratory instruments and putting 
books as high as we could, chapel things and all, I started 
back to the ladies’ house in four feet of water and the second 
rush of water caught the coolie and me half way over to the 
house—just near a convenient tree. The coolie could not 
swim, so we Went up the tree. Then I swam to the house, got 
Mr. Kemp, who had come out to help, and we towed the man 
in. By that time there was a bare eight inches at the top of 
the door. By swimming about the house till 3:30 and then 
again from 5:30 to. 12:00, with a stop for breakfast, we saved 
all the house furniture except the very heaviest things, being 
unable to carry them upstairs. The next morning. we rigged 
up tin bathtubs, with ropes about and :poles across, and :wert. 
paddling. I went over to the school and sorted out all: the 
things that had been dumped in the hallway; then made a 
raft of. shutters and went back to help in the: house. We 
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could swim into one of the studies, start all chairs, parts of 
desks, stools, tables and so forth out into the hall and then 
with an occasional shove here and there get them to the 
stairs, where they would be carried up and the man took 
them, dried them and polished them. 

“I’ve started anti-cholera serum and typhoid and para- 
typhoid, so we should be fairly immune. Today I ‘stuck’ six- 
teen with anti-cholera vaccine and am doing more tomor- 
row. (She must mean the staff of school servants and some 
of the Chinese teachers.) 

“The flood seems as high as it will go and no one in the 
village was drowned. When the flood came, it sounded like 
a wind in the pines—then like wild animals drowning. We 
had a feeling of security but were apprehensive for the 
people in the village, as we kept hearing houses crash dcwn. 
The next day Mr. Brown sent a servant in a rowboat for us. 
We are now at Boone University. I have sent out notices 
putting off the opening of the school. Have sent provisions 
to the servants and Chinese staff still at the school. 

“Tomorrow I go over to Hankow for a couple of weeks 
to help out. It is hot—oh, so hot! Of course, our humidity 
with three hundred acres of water lying all about is rather 
excessive and odors are not terribly sweet. The government 
is beginning to work now and has experts up, ready to take 
over the amateur relief work going on here. The compound 
at Boone has over two thousand refugees—some quite sick 
and nearly all starving.”

Accuracy Prompt Purity 
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News of the Province

Powers of Province Enlarged by General Convention 


The Living Church (November 21 issue) gives prominence 
to an article by our own Dean Powell, chairman of Commit- 
tee on Constitution, upon the constitutional amendments 
passed at Denver. The following item interests us all: 


“A change in Article II, Section 6, providing that ‘A bishop 
may not resign his episcopal charge without the consent 
either of the House of Bishops of the Church or of the House 
of Bishops of the Province in which his office has been exer- 
cised, in either case under conditions prescribed by the 
canons of General Convention.’ 


“The purpose of the amendment is to enable a bishop to 
resign without having to call a meeting of the House of 
Bishops. It is in line with the development of the Provinces 
as organs of the Church. The proposal came from the Com- 
mission on Provinces. In passing, one may note that in 1928 
the amendment was adopted by the House of Deputies but 
the bishops failed to concur, while this year the amendment 
was adopted first in the House of Bishops and the deputies 
concurred.” 


We certainly hope there will not be a rush for precedence 
by any of the distinguished prelates of this Province.. We 
love them all too much. 


Aftermath of Convention Dinners 


We had the temerity to send the Rt. Rev. Ernest M. Stires, 
D. D., the beloved Bishop of Long Island and president of 
the Second Province, our last month’s news sheet, with that 
quip about the dinners of the Provinces. The Bishop’s re- 
tort is so good, you must share it with us. He writes: 


“It may be that we were comparatively staid and solemn 
at the dinner of the Second Province but from all accounts 
the Province of the Pacific brought the average up to a 
very sympathetic, human level. I must confess that your 
account of your evening made me wish that I, too, could 
have dropped in upon you.” 


* * 


Provincial Publicity 


Bishop Stires stated that our news gave him an excellent 
suggestion. What was it? Anyhow, we have written the 
presidents and secretaries of the other seven Provinces, sug- 
gesting if they have no department of publicity that they 
start one and that we exchange news between the eight pro- 
vincial publicity departments. Items of common interest are 
matters referred to the Provinces by General Convention or 
the National Council. Exchanges of opinions and ideas there- 
on will certainly result in a much fuller and broader con- 
sideration and more united action than is now possible in 
the absence of any concerted inter-provincial discussion. 


We have received congratulatory letters from Bishop 
Davies, president of the (First) Province of New England; 
Bishop Mikell, president of (Fourth) Province of Sewanee 
and Bishop Ingley, president of (Sixth) Province of the 
Northwest. This is cheering news, since they are all deter- 
mined to have publicity for the Provinces. 


From Our Distant Districts 


Hawaii’s Chinese candidate for holy orders, Mr. Y. O. 
Shim, has given up his position in a bank where he has 
worked successfully for twelve years, and has entered the 
Church Divinity School in Berkeley, California. 

Miss Frances Bartter, Zamboanga, Philippine Islands, 
needs a few old hymnals in good condition, for the religious 
exercises in the Moro settlement. Those she has now are a 
disgrace, she says. 


Notes from St. Margaret’s House 


Miss Leila Anderson, student secretary for St. Margaret’s 
House, Berkeley, spent two weeks of November at the Uni- 
versity of Oregon at Eugene and the Oregon State College 
at Corvallis, during which time she addressed eighteen 
groups and met many of the students in their dormitories 
and sorority houses. There was an encouraging interest on 
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the part of students in the opportunities for study afforded 
by St. Margaret’s House. 


The Rev. and Mrs. D. V. Gray entertained eighty students 
of the college at a banquet in honor of Bishop Sumner and 
Miss Anderson, at which both talked to the young men and 
women about “Religion and College Life.” 


A series of meetings of interest to girls and women in the 
Province is being sponsored by the Girls’ Friendly Society. 
Miss Florence L. Newbold, executive secretary of the society, 
is conducting them. 


Publicity for Children 


A recent issue of the Los Angeles Churchman was desig- 
nated as a special school number. The Oregon Trail Church- 
man, whose “Children’s Corner” we commended some time 
ago, has now added a “Young People’s Department.” How 
few of our Church papers have anything to interest our 
young folks—yet we wonder why they do not stay with 
the Church. 


How White Is White? Interesting Demonstra-

What Is the First Duty of the Church? 
(Editorial in The Christian Century) 

Bishop Gore recently was saying in a sermon reported in 
the Church Times that the matters about which the Church 
seems to be chiefly excited are things which are of second- 
ary importance to society as a whole. Whether the truth is 
on this or that side of the numerous controversies in which 


Church people so earnestly engage—and Bishop Gore, as a 
conservative churchman, thinks he knows on which side the 
truth lies in most of them—the world inevitably gets the 
impression that “the Church cares most about some specific 
doctrine or some specific ceremony and holds aloof, as a 
pean from the urgent moral and social problems of the 
world.” 


It is unfortunate, of course, for the Church to be wrong 
about anything upon which it has an opinion; but it is fatal 
for it to be indifferent to those things which ought to be the 
primary concern of the Christian. “It is the first duty of the 
Christian,” says Bishop Gore, “to bear witness to the king- 
dom of social righteousness,” and it is the first duty of the 
Church to let the world see that it is moved by a consuming 
zeal for righteousness, justice and peace. The adoption of 
that principle, which is easier to admit than to apply, would 
make a tremendous change in the agenda of Church conven- 
tions, in the relations of churches to each other, and in the 
programs of both home and foreign missions. William Allen 
White, speaking recently in praise of a man whose politics 
differed from his own, said that “political disagreements are 
superficial among gentlemen”—which, of course, does not 
mean that they are unimportant. It is equally true that theo- 
logical and ecclesiastical disagreements are _ superficial 
among Christians.
